S.R.O. 269,—^In exerci.c of the powers conferred by the', 
proviso to article 309 of Ihe Constitution and in supersession 
of the Ministry of Defence (Class III posts) Recruitment 
Rules. 1969, the Ministry of Defence Group ‘C’ (Office 
Superintendent Grade I and Office Superintendent Grade II 
posts) Recruitment Rules, 1977 and the Ministry of Defence 
(Stenographer) Recruitment Rules, 1979, in so far as these 
relate to the posts in the Navy, except as respects things done
